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Give your views on £37m redevelopment of Tottenham Hale

PLANS to scrap the notorious Tottenham 
Hale Gyratory system in a proposed 
£37million overhaul have gone out for 
public consultation. 

Residents now have until December 3 to give 
their views on the planned redevelopment, which 
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is being put forward by 
Haringey Council and Trans¬ 
port for London. A TFL over¬ 
haul, some 1,600 new homes, 
30,000sq m of office and shop 
space and new parks and com¬ 
munity buildings could spring 
up in place of the current one¬ 
way traffic system, which the 
council has admitted is “over¬ 
congested and confusing”. 

In October 2006, the council 
published the Tottenham Hale 
Urban Centre Masterplan to 
guide development in the area. 
Since then, key landowners in 
Tottenham Hale have been 
developing ideas for their 
sites and construction on the 
former Greater London Sup¬ 
plies site in Hale Village has 
already got under way. 

Options include using the 
recycling centre in Ashley 
Road for housing or focusing 
new development nearer to 
Tottenham Hale station. This 
could involve building new 
homes on the southern sec¬ 
tion of Down Lane Park and 
replacing the open space by

extending the park onto the 
Ashley Road depot site. 

Both options are likely to 
cause controversy: the Pavil¬ 
ion Nursery in Park View 
Road may have to relocate in 
the second option, while the 
possibility of changing the 
layout of Down Lane Park 
has already sparked concern. 

Haringey Council leader 
Claire Kober urged all resi¬ 
dents to give their views on 
the huge development, which 
is scheduled to begin in 2012. 

She said: “It’s really impor¬ 
tant to us that residents let us 
know what they think. 

“This is all about the future 
of Tottenham and it will 
affect them, their children 
and their grandchildren. The 
proposals bring much-needed 


funding, housing and jobs to 
this area and we want resi¬ 
dents and businesses to help 
us shape the future.” 

TFL is proposing to turn 
the clogged one-way system 
into a two-way traffic scheme, 
creating a new bus station 
and public square. They say it 
will make the area “more 
pleasant” and safer for pedes¬ 
trians, cyclists and drivers. 
Better-placed bus stops and 
improvements for cyclists 
will also be key. 

The council and TFL have 
sent out information to more 
than 7,000 households and are 
inviting residents to view exhi¬ 
bition boards at Marcus Garvey 
library in Tottenham Green 
leisure centre until December 
3. Council and TFL officers 
will be there to answer ques¬ 
tions from November 5—7. 

Council officers are also 
holding open meetings about 
the development on Novem¬ 
ber 2 and 4. For more details

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Sir Paul refutes fears 
over armed police on 
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the streets advertis

LONDON’S police chief has denied 
there will be regular armed patrols in 
areas such as Tottenham and said a 
“mistaken impression” had been cre¬ 
ated by some of his senior officers. 

Community leaders and politicians in 
Haringey were angry and shocked when 
Inspector Derek Carroll appeared in 
Police Review to announce magazine 
that officers armed with machine guns 
would regularly patrol areas that are 
blighted by gun crime. 

Although a pilot project involving 
specialist officers from the CO 19 
Proactive Unit has been under way 
since June, including in the Broadwater 
Farm Estate, Metropolitan Police com¬ 
missioner Sir Paul Stephenson released 
a statement last week expressing regret 
over the way the issue was handled. 

He said: “Fewer than ten intelligence- 
led specific operations have been 
undertaken by CO 19 which involved 
providing back up to neighbourhood 
teams. These were planned operations 
with specific objectives and timescales. 
This tactic was put together by officers 
for the best of reasons, 
to support and protect the local 


community and local unarmed 
officers. I believe unfortu¬ 
nately that there has been a 
failure to appreciate that this 
could look like a significant 
change of policing style. 

“I am very proud of the 
unarmed civilian service tra¬ 
dition of the Metropolitan 
Police Service and am deter¬ 
mined to uphold it.” 

The news sparked wide¬ 
spread outrage in Haringey 
that years of relationship¬ 
building between police and 
the community could be 
damaged and that armed 
officers would only alienate 
residents and demonise the 
borough. Joanne McCartney, 
a member of police watch¬ 
dog the Metropolitan Police 
Authority, demanded an 
explanation on the apparent unautho¬ 
rised change in tactics. 

Seeking to reassure those concerned. 
Sir Paul added: “Although we have seen 
a recent increase in gun crime, it 
remains lower than two years ago.

Guns and half 

kilo stash of 
class-A seized 

POLICE in Haringey are 
continuing their fight against the 
illegal drugs trade operating 
throughout the borough. 

Three loaded guns and half a kilo 
of crack cocaine were found by 
officers from Haringey’s Crime 
Squad after forcing their way into a 
house in St Margaret’s Road, 
Tottenham, on October 23. Three 
men - a 29-year-old, 41-year-old 
and a 51-year-old - were arrested. 

Officers have also closed down a 
crack house in Effingham Road, 
Hornsey, which was also linked to 
prostitution. Haringey’s Drugs 
Focus Unit and Harringay Safer 
Neighbourhood team uncovered 
evidence of crack cocaine use when 
they searched the house in September 
after several residents complained 
of anti-social behaviour. A closure 
order was granted by magistrates 
on October 21 to shut the property 
for three months. 

Detective Sergeant Jason 
Turkington, from the Drugs Focus 
Unit, said: “This address has been 
causing serious nuisance and 
disorder and has been linked to the 
supply and consumption of class A 
drugs and prostitution.” 

Seventeen crack houses have been 
closed down in Haringey in the past 
four months after officers carried 
out 100 drug-related warrants.

A CAFE owner from Tottenham 
who violently raped a waitress after 
she refused his sexual advances, has 
been jailed for eight years. 

Ebuzer Duran, of Downhills Park 
Road, threatened the terrified 
woman with a knife and then raped 
her in the dingy back room of his 
cafe in Wood Green. The 23-year- 
old had refused to begin a 
relationship with him. 

Duran, 44, claimed he had lost 
control because she had “disre¬ 
spected his honour” but was con¬ 
victed of rape on October 20. 

The victim had worked at the cafe 
for just two days on April 25 when 
Duran tried to talk her into going out 
with him during a night shift. When 
she refused, Duran grabbed her and 
she threw hot tea at him in self 
defence. Duran then punched the 


woman repeatedly and threatened to I 
kill her. She tried to escape twice 
but Duran had locked the cafe door 
and kicked and punched her, pulling I 
her hair out as he dragged her across 
the floor. He then took the victim’s I 
mobile phone away so she was f 
unable to call for help, and raped her 
in the back room. 

After the attack, the woman’s 
friends came to the cafe and Duran 
was arrested at the scene.

At Wood Green Crown Court, 
Lordship Lane, last Friday, Duran 
was sentenced to eight years behind 
bars and will also be placed on the 
Sex Offenders’ Register for life. 


THE lodger jailed for his role in the death 
of Baby Peter Connelly won his bid for a 
reduced sentence at the Court of Appeal. 

Jason Owen now has a six-year sentence 
for causing or allowing the death of a child, 
instead of the indeterminate sentence he 
was previously handed down. The 37-year- 
old is the brother of Steven Barker but 
changed his name. 

Peter’s mother Tracey Connelly, 28, 
and Barker are serving minimum terms 
of five and 12 years but could remain in 
prison indefinitely. 

The Court of Appeal ruling means 
Owen could be eligible for release after 
just three years in prison - as early as 
August 2011. In his ruling, Lord Justice 
Hughes said: “Owen’s present offence is 
deeply unpleasant because a completely 
innocent child who he could have 
protected was not protected by him 
against harm by others. 

“He displays a willingness to deceive, 
but to translate that into a significant 
risk that he will himself in the future 
commit offences involving death or 
serious personal injury to the public is 
simply a step too far.” 

Owen’s legal team argued that, though 
he had been in the house in Penshurst 
Road, Tottenham, when Peter suffered the 
injuries, there was no evidence Owen was 
responsible for them. The decision 
has been criticised by children’s groups 
including the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

Baby Peter’s mother Connelly last week 
dropped a bid to appeal against her 
sentence. Barker’s appeal against a 
separate conviction for raping a two-year- 
old girl will be heard on November 24.

Palace’s crumbling 

Victorian theatre, which is hid¬ 
den behind locked doors just 
metres away from the excitable 
half-term buzz of the ice-rink 
and close to the better-known 
main hall, home to regular gigs 
by big name rock bands. 

The once-magnificent red 
and pink paintwork is now 
faded, ornate plaster crumbles 
from every wall and holes up 
to a metre wide expose the 
wooden beams of the damp-

decaying ceiling. Two disinte¬ 
grating plaster statues stand 
either side of the stage which 
once held vivid shows of 
music, variety and drama but 
which has lain empty and dusty 
for years. Underneath, fantasti¬ 
cally intricate wooden stage 
machinery, built for elaborate 


theatrical transformations by 
the skilled craftsmen of the 
day, remains remarkably intact. 

Many visitors to Ally Pally 
are unaware even of its exis¬ 
tence, and most, I think, would 
be shocked or at least depressed 
by the state of the once-beauti- 
ful, Grade Il-listed building. 

Restoration work to the tune 
of £90,000 is urgently needed, a 
Palace Trustees report con¬ 
firmed last week - but funding 
has yet to be found. And even 
that sum would be only a stop¬ 
gap measure.

Behind the scenes as Ally Pally’s forgotten gem lies in desperate need of funds 


About £2million extra funding is 
needed for more extensive, permanent 
repairs when the theatre’s future role in 
the Palace’s turbulent history has been 
decided. Some work has been carried 
out during the past 12 years, including 
making the roof watertight, stabilising 
the internal ceiling and mending some 
of the wooden structures under the 
stage. Currently, visitors can only see 
the theatre through a perspex window 
in the foyer, because of the danger of 
pieces of masonry plummeting from 
the walls and ceiling. About 400 people 
caught a tantalising glimpse during a 
heritage open day last month. 


“Sadly, even with the interim repairs 
completed, we’d still be unable to lift 
this restriction because of health and 
safety issues,” explained Andrew Gill, 
interim general manager of the Palace’s 
charitable trust, who made the report. 

“Haringey Council is going through 
its business and financial planning 
process and it’s already clear that 
resources are severely constrained,” he 
added. “A priority now is to explore 
other ways of raising the money.” 

English Heritage has long declared a 


commitment to help preserve the build¬ 
ing and is one possible source of fund¬ 
ing. The Heritage Lottery Fund or 
Theatres Trust are others. 

Last used for small events including 
play readings and film screenings and 
previously as a television scene store, 
the theatre is now an abandoned relic of 
its former glory. It boasts just one 
single balcony facing the stage with an 
original second upper balcony now 
removed and electrical wires even poke 
through the crumbling walls. 


Because its original building has 
been declared poor in design, its most 
likely use is not as a theatre but as a 
unique, evocative setting for recitals, or 
the shooting of music videos or films. 
As we wandered about the dimly lit 
stage, clad in hard hats, I could imagine 
this as a feasible route to generating 
income from the theatre once more. 

Nigel Willmott, chairman of the 
Friends of Alexandra Palace Theatre, 
said: “It’s sad but we realise it’s beyond 
the resources of the charity. This requires 


serious amounts of money. Apparently 
the acoustics are particularly good for 
music so it could be used for concerts. It 
would also be good to see it used again 
for those rather spectacular pantomime¬ 
like performances using the fantastic 
under-stage machinery. 

“We will be working with the trust 
to stump up the funds to secure the 
structure and bring the auditorium back 
into use at the earliest possible time.” 

Another report on the theatre’s future 
will be presented to the board next year.

Three years’ 
jail as heroin 
intercepted

A MAN from Tottenham has been 
jailed for three years and will be 
deported after he helped import 
three quarters of a kilo of heroin 
into the UK. 

Officers arrested 24-year-old 
Chidubem Okoli, of Dawlish 
Road, after a parcel containing 
clothes and heroin was inter¬ 
cepted by HM Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms officers at Coventry airport 
in June. It was destined for Dur¬ 
ban Road in Tottenham. 

Police removed the drugs from 
the package and arranged for it to 
be delivered as planned. Covert 
officers lying in wait at the house 
in Durban Road saw another man 
sign for the parcel before both he 
and Okoli drove off with the 
package stashed in the tyre well 
of the car boot. 


The car was stopped in High 
Road, Tottenham, and both men 
arrested. Officers searching the 
house found Okoli’s laptop which 
contained evidence he had been 
tracking the parcel online. 

He pleaded guilty on October 6 
and received an automatic depor¬ 
tation along with his sentence last 
Friday. No further action was 
taken against the other man. 

Detective Constable Matt 
Dumpleton, of Haringey’s Proac¬ 
tive Crime Unit, said: “This case 
demonstrates that working in 
partnership we can take signifi¬ 
cant quantities of illegal drugs out 
of circulation and bring to justice 
those concerned in their supply. 

“We will continue to work in 
partnership to crack down on 
illegal drugs and the misery they 
cause within our community.”

Seven years for raider of bookies

A MAN who robbed a bookmakers 
at gunpoint, leaving a member of 
staff so traumatised she left her job, 
has been sentenced to seven years 
in prison. 

Rodney Adams, of no fixed abode, 
threatened to shoot the female 
cashier and another male staff mem¬ 
ber before taking about £600 of cash 
from the tills at Coral bookmakers in 
Green Lanes, Hornsey, on Septem¬ 
ber 6 last year. 

The 40-year-old demanded they 
open the safe but they were unable to 
do so because it was time-locked. 

He told the 22-year-old woman: 


“Don’t set off any alarms or I’ll 
shoot you,” and then left the shop 
with his look-out who had been 
waiting by the door. 

An eagle-eyed officer recognised 
Adams from CCTV footage and, 
following a detailed investigation 
into the criminal’s phone records, he 
was arrested in July this year. 

After pleading guilty in September 
to robbery and possessing an imita¬ 
tion firearm, Adams was sentenced 
on October 23 at Wood Green 
Crown Court. 

Detective Sergeant Katie Bays 
said: “The two staff members threat¬ 
ened during this robbery were 
extremely shaken up, so much so 


that one changed the branch they 
worked at and one left the company 
altogether. It is unacceptable for 
anyone to have to face violence or 
the threat of violence while they are 
in the workplace.” 

Operation Betguard has been set 
up by the Metropolitan Police to 
tackle the growing number of Lon¬ 
don bookmakers being raided, many 
repeatedly targeted. 

Officers are still keen to trace 
Adams’ accomplice, described as 
black and in his thirties.

Staring into space 



The Men Who Stare At

GREAT book; gormless film.Jour- 
nalist Jon Ronson’s stranger-than- 
fiction bestseller exposed the 
bizarre story of the First Earth Bat¬ 
talion: a secret US military unit 
developed to fight combat... with 
their minds! 

These new age, paranormal 
obsessed mavericks seemed quite 
benign in a David Icke kind of way 
and spent time trying to walk 
through walls and kill goats with a 
stare before matters took a darker 
turn in the “war on terror”. 

Casting some worrying light on 
the military American psyche, the 
book reads like a modern fairytale, 
which must have helped producers 
imagine it would lend itself readily 
to the tale-telling big screen. 

But, like another recent mind- 
blowing expose, Fast Food Nation, 
what reads so well on the page fails 
to make the leap into cinematic life, 
thanks in part to the fragmentary 
nature of the original. 

It starts well and for a time we’re 
gripped. In the 1980s a Dr Strange- 
glove type nut, General Hopgood 
(Lang), psyches himself up to walk 


through a wall with inevitably painful 
results. Cut to a few years ago as a 
reporter (McGregor) - modelled on 
Ronson - interviews a guy who 
claims to travel the world using his 
mind after being inspired by Hop- 
good and Lyn Cassady (Clooney). 

They in turn are students of the 
legendary Bill Django (Bridges), a 
high ranking officer who had a Dam- 
ascan-style conversion in Vietnam 
and now indulges in new age tech¬ 
niques, primal arm wrestling and 
calling his men Jedi warriors. 

All good, crazy fun but then the 
screenwriter and director lose them¬ 


selves in the detail and develop a 
thousand-yard-stare of inaction 
before springing themselves out of 
it for a final, fictitious act - an 
injection of action that merely belies 
the questing nature of their source 
material. 

It’s still watchable thanks to some 
enjoyable performances with Jeff 
Bridges the laid-back highlight, as if 
his Dude from The Big Lebowski 
had mistakenly become enrolled in 
the military with nothing for 
company but a vast quantity of 
mind-bending drugs.

BETTER to light a candle than to 
curse the darkness, as the Chinese 
proverb states. 

But it’s difficult to shed light on the 
banquet Genial Gannet and I 
enjoyed as so much of it was... dis¬ 
tinctly average. 

Satisfactory seaweed, passable 
pork, regular ribs... there was noth¬ 
ing remotely abhorrent about our 
meal, in fact, in many ways, it hit the 
spot. But, as with many Chinese 
restaurants, nothing raised its head 
above the parapet, nothing left us 
awestruck at how much love was 
lavished on its creation. 

We sat and supped a glass of deli¬ 
cious house red while our table was 
prepared alongside six bulbous 


goldfish which bobbed about their 
tank unenthusiastically. Getting 
sugar-free drinks was an ongoing 
challenge throughout the evening, 
and diabetic Genial became increas¬ 
ingly paranoid that the staff were try¬ 
ing to kill him. 

But otherwise the service was polite 
and unhurried as we were shown into 
the restaurant. Neither cavernous nor 
cosy, the pleasant white-and- 
mahogany interior was ram-jammed 
with diners, most of whom looked as 
though they were on awkward dates, 
or maybe that was just us. 

Dazzled by the impressive menu of 
sizzling Cantonese dishes as we 
crunched some (strangely sweet) 
prawn crackers, we trusted the chefs 
special set menu (£19.80 each). Our 
mixed bag of hot hors d’oeuvres came 
in with neither a bang nor a whimper. 
The satay chicken was tender and 
tangy and the crispy golden cups were 
a highlight: morsels of chicken 
blended with oriental mushroom in a 
light pastry case. The rest (including 
won tons and sesame prawns on 
toast) was fair-to-forgettable. 

Aromatic shredded duck came and 
went in a whir of hunger and fufil- 
ment, leaving no cause for complaint. 

Of the mains, the crispy chilli beef

But Bassong still eyes top four spot 
despite being crushed by Arsenal

SEBASTIEN BASSONG says Spurs can still 
secure a top-four finish this season - despite 
their Halloween horror-show at the Emirates 
Stadium on Saturday. 

A truly inept performance from Harry 
Redknapp’s side saw bitter north London 
rivals Arsenal breeze to an easy 3-0 win, with 
a stunning late first-half double from Robin 
van Persie and a superb goal 
from skipper Cesc 
Fabregas - who 
scored 11 in¬ 
game seconds 
after the opener - 
paving way for a 
comprehensive victory. 

Redknapp was made to 
pay for his negative 
approach, with Spurs 
hardly fashioning a 
chance over 90 min¬ 
utes, and van Persie 
sealed the win in the sec- \ 
ond half. 

But Bassong (right), who 
limped off with a hamstring 
injury and is likely to face a 
month out of action, is confi¬ 
dent they can still snatch a top 
four finish, although he 
admits they will have to 
improve drastically. 

‘We have big quality in 
the squad and if we 
improve and work hard, we 
can take a top four position,” 
he said. 

“We need to keep working 


and work every day. To be in the top four, we 
need more. 

“It was really not a good day for the club or 
the fans. It was the worst day of the season.” 

All the talk before Saturday’s derby was 
from the Tottenham camp, with Robbie 
Keane, Peter Crouch and Redknapp all insist¬ 
ing Tottenham were at least equal, if not bet¬ 
ter than their rivals. 

But Arsenal made a mockery of those 
claims as they extended their unbeaten league 
record over their visitors to 20 matches. 

The Gunners bossed possession in the first 
half, with the visitors happy to sit back and try 
and nick a goal by playing the long ball up to 
lone front-man Crouch. 

But they switched off just before the 
break, allowing Bacary Sagna to 
cross and van Persie got in front 
of a static Ledley King to 
poke past Heurelho 
Gomes in goal. 

Worse was to come as 
straight from the kick¬ 
off Wilson Palacios 
lazily lost possession 
and Fabregas surged 
from the centre circle past 
the Honduran and Tom 
Huddlestone, before nut- 
megging King and firing 
beyond Gomes. 
“Scandalous”, was how 
Redknapp described it. 
And van Persie bene¬ 
fited from an awful mix- 
up between Gomes and 
King to compound Spurs’ 
misery with the third after 
the break.
